arama  labs? 

Acting  as  one  of  the  producers  of  the  DramaLab 
has  been  an  entirely  inspiring-but  certainly 
chollenging-experience.  It's  something  I've 
wanted  to  do  since  my  freshman  year  at 
Andover.  I  equated  being  a  producer  to  running 
a  professional  theatre  company.  And  it's  not 
too  different  (except  we  do  NOT  pay  rent,  and 
we  have  a  faculty  advisor).  Essentially,  the 
Producers-Mary,  Joanna,  and  l-are  responsible 
for  distributing  applications  to  direct  a  Dra- 
maLab, deciding  who  will  direct,  choosing  dates 
for  each  show,  holding  auditions,  facilitating 
the  casting  process,  attending  rehearsals,  giving 
advice  to  directors,  and  putting  the  shows  up  on 
Friday  notes.  Oh,  and  those  little  pieces  of  pa- 
per on  each  table  in  Commons  that  say  "Come 
to  the  DramaLabs  tonight"?  That's  us,  too. 

My  challenge  has  been  adapting  myself  into 
my  new  role  as  producer,  as  opposed  to  actor 
or  director.  When  a  director  of  one  of  my  shows 
approached  me  asking  for  help  with  blocking 
a  stage  kiss,  I  went  into  the  rehearsal  highly 
excited.  I  bounded  into  the  room  and  immedi- 
ately commandeered  the  show,  coaching  the 
actors  (two  lowers)  on  how  to  kiss  each  other. 
We  had  lots  of  fun,  playing  exercises  where  we 
ran  the  kiss  upwards  of  twenty  times.

1 
began  the  process  thinking  I  would  need  to 
keep  an  eye  on  Anna  and  her  cast,  who  were 
all  first-timers.  Additionally,  Anna  chose  a  script 
that  was  really  mature,  dealing  with  teenage 
suicide.  My  preconceptions  of  this  show  were 
completely  inaccurate,  however,  I  noticed  that 
Anna  and  her  crew  were  rehearsing  tirelessly.

Bread  and  Roses  is  an  uniquely  rewarding  community  service  program  in  that  the  results  of  your  labor  are 
immediately  obvious.  The  premise  is  simple:  you  prepare  and  serve  food  to  the  poor.  You  place  another 
bun  on  top  of  the  patty  with  a  bun  already  underneath  it.

What  I  love  most  about  math  are  those  AH 
HA  moments  in  class  -  when  something  has 
not  been  clicking  for  some  student  and  all  of  a 
sudden,  something  I  say  or  (usually)  something 
someone  else  says  makes  it  come  alive  and 
make  sense  to  that  student.  I  also  have  grown 
to  love  teaching  high  school  students.  I  like 
each  of  the  ages  for  all  kinds  of  different 
reasons:  iuniors  because  they  are  so  ready  and 
eager  to  learn,  seniors  and  uppers  because 
they  get  my  jokes! 

I  never  really  intended  to  be  a  teacher/coach. 
When  I  was  a  senior  at  Bates,  I  was  very  busy 
with  finishing  up  my  studies  and  planning  things 
for  the  class  of  '88  that  I  only  applied  for 
one  job  -  to  be  a  TF  back  at  my  nigh  school. 
Luckily,  that  year,  PA  needed  a  math  TF  who 
could  also  coach  the  boys  swim  team  for 
a  year! 


Over  the  years,  I  have  really  seen  the  pool  as 
a  different  classroom  -  but  a  classroom  that 
I  could  really  push  kids  in  ways  that  I  really 
can't  in  a  math  classroom.  I  nave  come  to 
see  sports  as  a  way  to  help  students  see  that 
what  looks  impossible  one  moment  becomes 
attainable  the  next  moment  -  with  hard  work 
and  daily  prep  and  passion.  These  things  are 
critical  for  success  in  the  math  classroom  as 
well.  I  once  worked  with  a  student  in  the  pooh 
when  I  was  also  the  water  polo  coach  (10 
years)  who  applied  lessons  from  the  pool  to  his 
German  class  and  ended  up  with  a  6  based 
on  those  lessons.  They  go  hand  in  hand. 

I  have  had  the  pleasure  of  teaching  some 
of  my  swimmers  or  water  polo  players 
along  the  way.  It's  always  a  bit  funny 
because  they  do  not  always  call  me 
Mr  Murphy  in  the  pool.  Lots  of  time  it 
is  "Murph"  in  the  pool.  It's  funny  trying 
to  watch  those  kids  call  me  Mr  Murphy 
in  the  math  classroom!  Sometimes  on 
deck  during  practice,  I  will  find  mysel^^ 
throwing  a  little  calculus  lesson 
on  the  board  there  when 
someone  asks  a  math  A 


question 
before 


Dractice.  You  end  up  weaving  both  lives  into 
ooth  arenas. 

But  I  really  encourage  kids  to  leave  academics 
behind  when  they  come  to  the  pool.  Having 
required  sports  here  means  that  the  school 
sees  that  sports  and  academic  complement 
each  other.  I  think  it  is  a  great  thing  to  have 
kids  forget  all  about  that  math  test  or  upcoming 
English  paper  and  concentrate  on  practice 
-  not  because  practice  is  all  important,  but 
because  letting  your  brain  take  a  break  is 
a  great  way  to  handle  the  inevitable 
stress  of  this  rigorous  academic 
atmosphere. 


One  of  the  most  gratifying  things 
about  coaching  over  the  years  are 
the  kids  who  stay  in  touch  through 
Facebook  or  who  show  up  on  deck 
after  a  meet.  Just  this  past
